W ashington, Jan. 9. (J.p )— The for­ 
tunes of th e treaty of Versaillet, be­ 
came even more unsettled today w hen 
on top of President W ilson’s Jack­ 
son Day pronouncem ent for taking 
tlie question to the A m erican people 
in the political cam paign, and W il­ 
iam Jen n in g s B ryan ’s oppoetion to 
such a course, dem ocratic and re ­ 
publican friends of th e tre a ty in the 
senate renewed determ inedly their 
efforts to secure a compromise ratifl- 
cat ion. 
Senator H itchcock 
of 
Nebraska, 
the actin g dem ocratic leader, said he 
did not regard the president's de­ 
claration as calculated to cut off any 
reasonable compromise, and predict­ 
ed ratification before the cam paign 
was under way. The m ild reserva­ 
tion group of dem ocrats 
who have 
been urgent in th eir demand for a 
compromise declared their position 
in on w ay altered. 
Discussion of compromise reser­ 
vations accordingly w ent forwajrd as 
actively as before, a conferenc^t be­ 
ing arran ged on the republican \side 
to takfe up in detail the set of reserv a­ 
tions subm itted recently by Sena­ 
tor Kendrick of W'yoming and other 
democrats. All of th e parties to the 
negotiations seemed hopeful that an 
agreem ent 
u ltim ately 
would 
be 
reached. 
Put In Campaign. 
Among the tre a ty ’s irreconcilable 
foes, however, the president's 
stand 
and the statem en t last night of Sen­ 
ator Lodge of M assachusetts, the re­ 
publican senate leader, th a t he would 
“ most cordially welcome” th e treaty 
as a political issue were hailed as 
having put th e question 
into

consistently 
has predicted failure for the com­ 
promise negotiations and they were 
more positive today th an ever that 
there would be no agreem ent. 
Show Bryan Influence. 
In ann ouncing th a t the comprom­ 
ise plans would go ahead, Senator 
Hitchcock said th a t of course the 
dem ocrats could not agree to any 
compromse vitally 
im paring 
the 
tren ty ( and th a t there would he an 
endeavor to work out such reserva­ 
tions as the president could accept. 
Some other dem ocrats were not so 
em phatic on that point, however, de­ 
claring privately that they 
would 
take the best compromise they could 
get and then put the responsibility 
straig h t up to the W hite House. 
Mr. Bryan did not ta rry long in 
W ashington, leaving early in the day 
for Lincoln, Neb., w here he will apeak 
Monday. He will deliver an address 
in New York, Jan. 18. As fa r as 
as learned he did not confer w ith 
democratic leaders here before his 
departure.
